Rom the Servant of the moſt High God , Governour 
over all the People, ISMAEL KERIFF, 
over-flowing with Good Deeds : He the high Com- 
mands of God and of the Angels regarding , but of 

none other : He that has Millions of Horſes at his Command, 
ſendeth Peace to them that follow Truth. We have un- 
derſtood by way of T ANGIER;, that we are in perfett 
Friend{hip, and that the Peace is concluded over all our Coun- 
tries 3 and therefore the Letter that we have ſent, isto con- 
firm the Peace and the Treaty: that we- have made with you ; 
for we deſire to have a Trade with you : but let us not make 
the ſame Terms as we had in the beginning of the War,where- 
in ſo many dyed by the Sword when we were Enemies, but let 
our Enemies dye. We have ſlain ſuch as have run away from 
us to you, but you have not done the fame. For the Second 
Article is, That if any Renegado ſpall. run away from us to 
TANG I E R', you ſhall be oblized to ſend bim back _

our Servant HE RK D U tor the management of it ; and our 
joy at it ſhall be like the thing-that begins to grow: and I
